CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1 ] The hair treatment agent constituent which is the hair treatment for applying to the damage 
section of hair before the peculicirity repair or hair coloring operation by a permanent wave 
operation, a frizzled hair correction operation, and iron processing, and contains oils. 
[Claim 2] The hair treatment agent constituent according to claim 1 whose oils are the oils chosen 
from animal oil, vegetable oil, lows, a hydrocarbon oil, alcohols, ester oil, silicone oil, and 
polyhydric alcohol. 

[Claim 3] The hair treatment agent constituent according to claim 1 or 2 whose content of oils is 50 - 
100% of the weight.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the hair treatment agent constituent for 

[ concerned ] applying before operation which restores damage on hair and does not spoil the 

effectiveness of operations, such as a permanent wave. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Neither a permanent wave nor a hair coloring operation applies a wave 
to hair, or an original color is dyeing it a different hair color, and it is indispensable to modern 
society as an item as which not only an appearance but an internal part can express itself. [ more 
beautiful ] However, on the technical side face, it was very difficult the wave with health hair (new 
hair) and damage hair (tip hair) uniform to the hair by which it was mixed, and to give a color, and it 
rare to be able to obtain an ideal result. Many hydrophobic high cuticles exist in healthy hair. On the 
other hand, since the cuticle has peeled and fallen, a hydrophilic property will become high and a 
difference will be made as for damage hair to osmosis of the drug solution for an operation. 
Consequently, by permanent wave, the phenomenon in which hair ends required with Chile and a 
root could not require a wave easily occurred, and it had become the factor in which a nonuniformity 
stain ball occurs by hair coloring. 

[0003] It was the general technique which in such [ conventionally ] a case is controlled so that it 
applies only to the part which feels a pain [ hair ends ] for the water-soluble silicone emulsion etc. 
and a drug solution does not permeate hair ends too much. However, although the water-soluble 
emulsion could control damage on healthy hair, to super-damage hair, it cannot but be a temporary 
operation under operation and hair ends were not able to suppress phenomena, such as the Chile 
* * * * , after the operation. 

[0004] Moreover, there are many Parma and people who repeat hair coloring repeatedly, and there 
are many people who worry about the porous hair by the outflow of filling and BIBIREHEA into 
which a hair front face came to have melted recently in addition to damage on a cuticle. In such 
[ conventionally ] a case, it was repairing by applying water-soluble polypeptide etc. after an 
operation. However, after becoming the damage hair of the degree of pole, it was not able to repair 
in water-soluble PPT (polypeptide).

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] It is in the purpose of this invention offering the hair 
treatment which does not do damage to hair but restores damage hair, without spoiling the operating 
effectiveness, such as a permanent wave and hair coloring. 
[0006] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] Then, it came to complete a header and this invention for the 
operating effectiveness concerned not being affected at all, but hair being protected from the further 
damage by the operation concerned, if the constituent containing not water-soluble materials but oils 
is applied to the damage part of hair when this invention person operates on already damaged hair 
for a permanent wave, hair coloring, etc. 

[0007] That is, this invention is the hair treatment for applying to the damage section of hair before a 
permanent wave operation, a frizzled hair correction operation, iron processing, or a hair coloring 
operation, and offers the hair treatment agent constituent containing oils.

[Embodiment of the Invention] The hair treatment agent constituent of this invention is a constituent 
for applying to the damage section of hair before a permanent wave operation, a frizzled hair 
correction operation, iron processing, or a hair coloring operation, here ~ a permanent wave 
operation ~ both a cold two-bath type (a thioglycolic acid system, cysteine system) a heated two- 
bath type (a thioglycolic acid system, cysteine system) and a curling lotion type (an ape fight system, 
a thiosulfate system, cysteamine system) — although ~ it is contained, moreover — a frizzled hair 
forcible operation — both a cold two-bath type (a thioglycolic acid system, cysteine system) and a 
heated two-bath type (a thioglycolic acid system, cysteine system) ~ although — it is contained. 
Moreover, the hair correction which uses the iron for elevated-temperature hairdressing, the cold 
two-bath type frizzled hair correction which used the iron for elevated-temperature hairdressing for 
the list, and heated two-bath type frizzled hair correction are included in iron processing. Hair 
dyeing, semipermanent hair dyeing, and permanent hair dyeing are included in a hair coloring 
operation temporarily. 

[0009] An application site is the damage section of hair, and since hair ends are damaged according 
to said usual operation, it is usually the hair-ends section. However, since said operation may be 
performed partially recently, in this case, it is not necessarily the hair-ends section. Moreover, since 
an application site is the damage section, being aimed at the already damaged hair is desirable. 
[0010] Especially as oils used for the hair treatment agent constituent of this invention, although not 
limited, the oils chosen from animal oil, vegetable oil, lows, a hydrocarbon oil, alcohols, ester oil, 
silicone oil, and polyhydric alcohol are desirable. As animal oil, as a mink oil, yolk fatty oil, horse 
oil, hardened oil, beef tallow, and yolk oil; vegetable oil an avocado oil, almond oil, olive oil, sesame 
oil, rice bran oil, and rice — germ oil — A wheat germ oil, safflower oil, soybean oil, com oil, 
rapeseed oil, a par chic oil. Palm kernel oil, palm oil, castor oil, sunflower oil, grape seed oil, palm 
oil, camellia oil, a MEDOU home oil; as lows Jojoba oil, a camauba wax, a candelilla low, a rice 
bran low, lanolin, yellow bees wax; as a hydrocarbon Alpha olefin oligomer, light isoparaffm, light 
flow isoparaffin, Synthetic squalane, vegetable squalane, squalane, paraffin, a micro crystallin wax, 
flow isoparaffin, a liquid paraffin, vaseline; as alcohol Isostearyl alcohol, an octyl dodecanol, 
cholesterol, A phytosterol, ethanol, isopropanol, benzyl alcohol, Myristyl alcohol, cetanol, stearyl 
alcohol, oleyl alcohol, jojoba alcohol; as ester oil Myristic-acid isopropyl, palmitic-acid isopropyl, 
butyl stearate. The cetyl palmitate, oleic acid DESHIRU, myristic-acid isocetyl, Myristic-acid 
octyldodecyl, palmitic-acid isocetyl, palmitic-acid isostearyl. Stearic acid isocetyl, oleic acid 
octyldodecyl, iso nonoic acid iso nonyl, JI (capryl lactam capric acid) propylene glycol, the Tori 
(capryl lactam capric acid) glyceryl. Tori isostearic acid glyceryl, octanoic-acid isocetyl, octanoic- 
acid isostearyl; as silicone oil Methyopolysiloxane, a methylphenyl polysiloxane, methil hydrogen 
polysiloxane. High polymerization methyopolysiloxane, an aminoethyl aminopropyl methyl siloxane 
dimethylsiloxane copolymer, Octamethylcyclotetrasiloxane, decamethyl cyclopentasiloxane, A 
dodeca methyl cyclo polysiloxane, steer ROKISHI methyopolysiloxane, SETOKISHI 
methyopolysiloxane; as polyhydric alcohol Ethylene glycol, polyethylene-glycol, propylene glycol, 
dipropylene glycol, polypropylene-glycol, glycerol, diglycerol, polyglycerin, 1, and 3-butylene 
glycol etc. is mentioned. 

[001 1] Among these, alcohols, such as ester-oil; jojoba alcohol, such as iso nonoic acid iso nonyl 
and myristic-acid isopropyl, and an octyl dodecanol; it is desirable from the point of the hair 
restoration effectiveness and the wave homogeneity effectiveness to contain vegetable oil, such as 
silicone oil [, such as methyopolysiloxane and an aminoethyl aminopropyl methyl siloxane 
dimethylsiloxane copolymer, ]; and/or jojoba oil, and an avocado oil. 

[0012] As for especially these oils, it is desirable to contain 80 to 100% of the weight 60 to 100% of 
the weight in a constituent from the hair restoration effectiveness and the point of the operating 
effectiveness protection. 

[0013] In the hair treatment agent constituent of this invention, collagens, such as oil solubility 
vegetable property extractives, such as oil solubility Arnica extractives, an oil solubility Lamium 
album var. barbatum extract, an oil solubility glycyrrhiza extract, oil solubility Betula-alba 
extractives, and oil solubility Novara extractives, and an iso stearoyl hydrolysis collagen, oil 
solubility placental extract, etc. can be contained in addition to said oils. 
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V [0014] As a gestalt of the hair treatment agent constituent of this invention, gestalten, such as liquids 
and solutions, milk liquids and solutions, cream pharmaceuticals, a mousse agent, and spray, are 
mentioned that what is necessary is just to be able to apply to hair. 

[001 5] What is necessary is to apply the hair treatment agent constituent of this invention to the hair 
damage section before the aforementioned operation, and just to perform said operation according to 
a conventional method after that. Means, such as making it get used to hair as an application means 
to hair with spreading, a defensive hand, a comb with a hand or a comb which carried out the spray, 
etc., are mentioned. 

[00 1 6] Although the reason which can restore damage hair is not clear, without the hair treatment 
agent constituent of this invention spoiling the effectiveness of said operation, it is thought as 
following that it is. Usually, a cuticle peels and falls, and the front face of the hair over which it 
mourned is deficient in water retention, and has become inflexible hair, moreover — super-damage 
hair ~ the hair whole — the shape of BIBIRE (fuzz, extended state) ~ becoming ~ the time of

Example 3 this invention hair treatment agent was manufactured by the next formula.

7 It is the whole quantity (balance) with 0.6 purified water. 100 [0021] Treatment processing of the 
BIBIRE hair correction by elevated-temperature iron use was carried out using the pre treatment 
agent of example of trial 1 example 1. That is, after the shampoo, towel dry cleaning was improved 
and the hair treatment agent of an example 1 was applied that there is no nonuniformity in the 
damage section. Subsequently, on both sides of hair, it slices slowly in the hair iron heated at 100- 
120 degrees C. After termination, it washed so that it might rub and might be crowded with the usual 
treatment agent, and finally it shampooed lightly, rinsed and finished. The electron microscope 
photograph of the hair at the time of using the hair treatment agent of this invention is shown in 
drawing 1 , and the electron microscope photograph before processing is shown in drawing 2 . The 
feel near the health hair which BIBIRE hair is corrected by hair treatment agent application of this 
invention, and is glossy was able to be acquired so that clearly from drawing 1 and drawing 2 . 
BIBIRE is the language heard in the hair-dressing-and-cosmetic industry recently, and puts the thing 
of the damage hair of the degree of pole here. When damage progressed in the usual life to the extent 
that it could not be, and using a permanent wave, hair bleach, etc. abundantly and not performing 
care sufficient after that, it is the inclination often seen. Compared with health hair, there is almost 
no filling inside hair and it becomes easy to receive damage by brushing etc. 

[0022] The effectiveness of the hair treatment agent of an example 1 was examined using the heated 
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[two-bath type permanent wave agent given in the example of trial 2 table 1 . That is, after the 
shampoo, towel dry cleaning was improved and the hair treatment agent of an example 1 was applied 
that there is no nonuniformity in the damage section. Subsequently, the winding of the 1 st agent was 
applied and carried out. It warmed at about 60 degrees C, and processed by the 2nd agent after 10 - 
15-minute neglect, and rod out was carried out after neglect for a while. After that, after a plane rinse 
and an after treatment, it rinses and is ******. Consequently, wave formation is carried out as a 
whole not only in the damage section at homogeneity, and BIBIRE was prevented and restored.

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[0024] The effectiveness of the hair treatment agent of an example 1 was examined using cold 2 bath 
type permanent wave agent (the 2nd agent is the same as Table 1) given in the example of trial 3 
table 2. That is, after the shampoo, towel dry cleaning was improved and the hair treatment agent of 
an example 1 was applied that there is no nonuniformity in the damage section. Subsequently, the 
winding of the 1 st agent was applied and carried out. At the room temperature, it processed by the 
2nd agent after 10-1 5-minute neglect, and rod out was carried out after neglect for a while. After 
that, it rinsed after the plane rinse and the after treatment, and finished. Consequently, wave 
formation is carried out as a whole not only in the damage section at homogeneity, and BIBIRE was 
prevented and restored.

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[0026] The effectiveness of the hair treatment agent of an example 1 was examined using the fi"izzled 
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; hair corrective agent (the 2nd agent is the same as Table 1 ) given in the example of trial 4 table 3 . 
That is, after the shampoo, towel dry cleaning was improved and the hair treatment agent of an 
example 1 was applied that there is no nonimiformity in the damage section. Subsequently, the 1 st 
agent was applied and combing was improved. At the room temperature, it processed by the 2nd 
agent after 10 - 15-minute neglect, and washed away after neglect for a while. After that, it rinsed 
after the plane rinse and the after treatment, and finished. Consequently, frizzled hair is extended to 
homogeneity as a whole not only in the damage section, and BIBIRE was prevented and restored.

[Effect of the Invention] If a permanent wave operation etc. is performed after processing with the 
hair treatment agent constituent of this invention, the good operating effectiveness is acquired and 
the hair damage section can be restored.
